In another ar- 
ticle he mentions three rabbis who 
have been used by communists. His 
diseussion of Red infiltration into 
Catholic ranks names no priests. 


“Clergymen like Mr. [William 
B.] Spofford, Mr. [John] Darr, 
Prof. [Harry F.] Ward, Mr. [Jack] 
McMichael, Mr. [Claude] Williams 
and the Unitarian Dr. Stephen H. 
Fritchman (ousted as editor of the 
Unitarian Christian Register for 
his party-line editing) are no 
dupes. They’re alert and won’t be 
caught napping when the party 
somersaults. They somersault, 
too,” he declares. 

Around The Protestant magazine, 
edited by Kenneth Leslie, “cluster 
7,000 naive persons, called ‘asso- 
ciates,’”’ Rabbi Schultz relates. The 
publication, he says, is unspon- 
sored by any church, is pseudo-lib- 
eral, anti-Catholic, pro-Soviet, and 
has the communist Rev. Mr. Claude 
Williams as an editorial adviser. 

“These are the forces that make 
the noise, exert the pressure,” he 
continues. “They help disarm 
America—but demand a clear field 
for Stalin. Some of their dupes, 
clerical and lay, are shocked to 
find conservatives work with 
Fascists. Rightly so. But why 
should ‘liberals’ work with com- 
munists ?” 

“To face communism, the Prot- 
estant church needs first eyes that 
are open,” the rabbi contends: 
“Then action. Spotlight the Red 
minority. Follow wise liberal 
clergymen who, like the Rev. John 
Haynes Holmes, Dr. Reinhold Nei- 
buhr and the Rev. William C. Ker- 
nan, grimly fight communist in- 
filtration into Protestant denomi- 
nations.”

He pointed 
out that while U.S. Catholics have 
been extremely generous in sending 
relief abroad, they have done very 
little towards finding a home for 
DP’s. There have been moves in. 
Congress to admit a portion of the 
displaced persons into the United 
States, he related, adding however 
that nothing has been done towards 
financing the passage of the DP’s 
to this country. He. continued: 
“While our Church nationally will 


have a certain amount of funds 
available to support affidavits for 
those who cannot pay their own 
way, no national organization will 
have funds enough to sponsor all 
who should be admitted.” This, he 
stated, “is the concern of every in- 
dividual Catholic in the United 
States.” 

Bishop McEntegart told of the 
physical, economic and moral ruin 
he saw in Europe while visiting 
there several months ago as one of 
a committee of 14 clergymen sel- 
ected by the Secretary of War to 
visit U. S. occupied areas. He de- 
clared America has a serious ob- 
ligation in charity to come to the 
aid of the European peoples. Cit- 
ing examples of physical poverty 
he saw, the Bishop told of a visit 
to a home for the aged in Europe 
where 50 people could be given only 
a piece of bread and a cup of cof- 
fee in the morning and a bowl of 
vegetable soup for dinner and sup- 
“At Heidelberg University,” 
he related, “20 per cent of the 
3,500 students and 40 per cent of 
the faculty are tubercular and no 
special care is available for them.” 

Our aid to Europe should take 
three definite forms, Bishop Mc- 
Entegart stated. “First, for this 
winter great quantities of food, 
clothing and fuel are urgently 
needed,” he said. “In the name of 
humanity and in the name of God, 
we must restrict our own con- 
sumption and do all in our power 
to supply these commodities in gen- 
erous measure through governmen- 
tal and private effort.” Our second 
form of aid to Europe must be help 
to its displaced persons, he stated, 
and the third form must be the 
carrying out of the Marshall plan. 

Bishop LeBlond, who is honor- 
ary president of the National Con- 
ference of Catholic Charities, re- 
minded that “even the people of 
victorious countries are living in 
insecurity, fearing catastrophe... 
If the spirit of St. Vincent de 
Paul ever was needed, it is needed

Police and Fire Departments sta- 
tioned members of the two forces 
at an all-night vigil at the casket 
Monday night. Many of St. Hed- 
wig’s parishioners belonged to 
either of the departments. 
Children of St. Hedwig’s Paro- 
chial School sang in the choir dur- 
ing the service. 
The late Bishop H. J. Alerding 
ordained Father Swiatkowski on 
June 20, 1913. He served as a Gary 
priest for 18 years, coming here in 
1913 and after a short stay at St. 
Stanislaus, Michigan City, return- 
ed in 1929 to assume charge of the 
church at 17th and Pennsylvania. 
During his first appointment here 
he was assistant to the late Rev. 
Peter Kahellek, the parish’s first 
permanent pastor. 
After serving parishes in Fort 
Wayne and Terre Coupee, near 
South Bend, he came back to Gary. 
He gained a wide reputation dur- 
ing his career here for his interest 
in juvenile delinquency. He spon- 
sored many boys on their release 
from reformatories and gave police 
authorities valuable assistance. It 
was said of “Father Mike” that he 
was never too busy to help a boy 
“in a jam,” and to aid persons who 
had been struck by misfortune. 
During the depression he gave time 
and money, his people declare, to 
help them over difficult times. 

One of his achievements reach- 
ed conclusion when the new church 
was dedicated in 1941. The church 


was started in 1939. It was “Fa- | 
ther Mike” who served rs contrac- | 
tor of the building job and thereby | 
saved the parish $40,000, his par- | 
ish followers reported. 

Last year, the church debt was 
cleared, and the new bells, ordered 
for the church, were delivered only 
last week, and rang for the first 
time Thursday afternoon, Oct. 9,— 
to toll “Father Mike’s” death. The 
bells sounded from their temporary 
station in the school yard.

duct of the American troops in 
Germany has been exemplary. 
The American Bishop put first 
among the things which he discuss- 
ed the appreciation of German 


Bishops, priests, Religious and 
laity for “the magnificent help that 
has been given them” by the people 
of the United States. This appre- 
ciation was voiced on all sides, he 
said, at the meeting of the Ger- 
man Hierarchy at Fulda, by priests 
speaking at public functions, and 
by Religious and laity he met sing- 
ly and in groups. “We would have 
starved without this help, the Ger- 
mans told Bishop Muench.” 

Although Germany, as a result 
of the war, has suffered a complete 
collapse of her economic machine, 
general conditions have improved 
in all respects except food, Bishop 
Muench explained. ‘He traced the 
food crisis to the *drought—com- 
parable in its severity to the mid- 
western drought of 1936—which 
Germany has experienced during 
the past summer. As a result, the 
potato crop has been almost de- 
stroyed, thus depriving the Ger- 
mans of their most important 
staple food. 

In the Frankfurt area, the Bish- 
op said, a ration of 100 pounds of 
potatoes, to last one person for 
the coming eight months, has been 
established, whereas 300 pounds 
should be the absolute minimum. 

In view of these conditions, Bish- 
op Muench suggested that the 
American people prepare them- 
selves to send an even greater 
number of food parcels to Ger- 
many during the approaching win- 
ter and the months beyond. At 
the present time, *the Germans still 
have some 
from the products of their gardens 
and they benefit from an excellent 
fruit crop, he said. Their worst 
days will come when these sup- 
plies are éxhausted. 

The religious life of Germany 
is showing “a fine recovery,” Bishop 
Muench said. This, he added, is 
reflected in the energetic function- 
ing of Caritas, the celebrated char- 
ities organization of the Church 
in Germany, which has already been 
highly efficient. In addition, Cath- 
olic youth groups are working 
again, the youths coming together 
despite great handicaps imposed 
by the shortage of food and the 
impediments to travel. There were 
at first some misgivings that Ger- 
man Youth Activities sponsored by 
the American Military Government 
would interfere with the religious 
life. of the. German. youths, but 
these have been entirely dissipated, 
Bishop Muench said. Today, he 
continued, the Germans are much 
impressed by the energy and abil- 
ity of the American youth leaders 
in GYA.

In Western Zones 


Communists Control 
Four-Fifths Of All 
Available Newsprint

Berlin, Oct. 20—(NC)—While 
the Soviet Military Administration 
of Germany is doing its utmost to 
profit from the ample supply of 
newsprint available in their zone 
the three Western zones of occu- 
pation stiJl suffer severely from 
paper shortage. This disparity of 
means between East and West is 
bound to have serious consequences, 


About four-fifths of German 
paper production is concentrated 
in the Soviet zone of occupation. 
The other zones largely dépend on 
imported newsprint, but the pres- 
ent lag in German industrial pro- 
duction is causing a shortage of 
foreign exchange required for 
purchases abroad. Naturally, 
American authorities in Germany 
are reluctant to provide additional 
credits for this purpose, large sums 
now being allocated at the expense 
of American taxpayers to provide 
for the more urgent needs of food 
and clothing in Germany. The 
shortage of coal] and electric cur- 
rent adds to these difficulties since 
it prevents raising production in 
the paper mills of western Ger- 
many. 


At the Moscow meeting of the 
Allied foreign ministers an agree- 
ment was reached whereby all pub- 
lications issued in Germany theo- 
retically can be freely exchanged 
between the four zones. The Rus- 
sians immediately set out to take 
advantage of this agreement. While 
newspapers, magazines and books 
published in the Western zones are 
extremely limited in their circula- 
tion because of the newsprint 
shortage, the Russians pump their 
own controlled German-language 
press into these zones liberally. 


The city of Munich, for instance, 
now receives 15,000 copies daily 
of the Berlin Taegliche Rundschau, 
the organ of the Soviet Military 
Administration here. The Amer- 
ican Military Government for Ba- 
varia has ordered the Sueddeutsche 
Zeitung of Munich to ship 10,000 
copies of its meager daily edition 
to the Soviet zone, but frequently 
it happens that these issues are 
“lost,” purposely delayed or even 
confiscated by Soviet police as soon 
as they arrive. The few remaining 
copies immediately are sold out 
in the Soviet zone. The demand 
for a free press on the part of 
German readers residing there can

Now 
barely every eighth person in the 
American zone manages to obtain 
a newspaper every day. The Amer- 
can sponsored New Zeitung of 
Munich is now published but twice! 
weekly, while all the other dailies 
are limited to four-page bi-week. 
ly editions. 

Even more severe is the plight 
of the religious press and partic-| 
ularly of Catholic publications. | 
None of them is in a position to! 
obtain even a modest percentage of | 
the newsprint required to fill stand- | 
ing orders. This situation is viewed | 
with considerable alarm by Church | 
authorities throughout the West-| 
ern zones. The need for Bibles, 
catechisms, hymnals and other re- 
ligious books as well as religious 
periodicals is greater than ever. 
but the shortage of paper seems to 
become more severe all the time 
while commuhist requirements are 
met freely with Soviet support.

Gurion Tells How 
U. 8. Can Avoid 
War With Russia 


Chicago, Ill., Oct. 18—The Un- 
ited States can avoid a possible 
war with the Soviet Union only by 
pursuin? a positive policy of nor- 
malcy and reconstruction, and by 
ignoring propaganda attacks by 
Soviet officials and the Commun- 
ist parties everywhere, according 
to Dr. Waldemar Gurian, Profes- 
sor of Political Science at the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame, editor of 
the “Review of Politics” and noted 
authority on Soviet Cussia. 

Speaking here last night (Oct. 
17) at the Sheil School on the sub- 
ject of “The U.S.S.R. and World 
Peace,” the Notre Dame professor 
emphasized that “sentimentalism, 
which is ready to sell out the So- 
viet Russia, and hysteria, which 
sees world communism victorious 
everywhere, ought to be avoided. 
Russia,” he added, “may join in 
worl! reconstruction after she has 
realized that her present policies 
of creating and exploiting revolu- 
tionary situations do not work. 

“Open military aggression by 
Soviet Russia is unlikely, for the 
U.S.S.R., as her leaders know, is 
much weaker than her adversaries. 
On the other hand, a normalized 
world would not improve chances 
for continuous Soviet expansion- 
ism—even after she has succeeded 
in starting atomic bomb produc- 
tion. 

“The present period in which 
the Marshall plan is not yet defi- 
nitely worked out, where the re- 
turn to more stable world con- 
ditions is only a hope for the fu- 
ture, is a most critical one. The 
United States government should 
adopt a prudent, realistic policy 
which is not dominated by utopian 
beliefs in world government.”

in Purgatory from lesser sins and from tem- 
poral punishment due to forgiven grievous sin. 
We refer to the members of Christ’s Church 
in Heaven as the Church Triumphant, and to 
those in Purgatory as the Church Suffering. 
There is close active association between 
the members of God’s Church on earth—the 
Church Militant—the members who are in Pur- 
} gatory and the members who are in Heaven; an 
association whereby they can be of mutual help 
to one another. We refer to this doctrine as “the 
Communion of Saints” in which every Christian 
professes belief in the Apostles’ Creed. 
Non-Catholics who make this _ profession 
through the Creed do not know what it means. 
The word “communion” here means a “common 
union” of all who did not sever their connection 
from Christ’s Kingdom on earth by apostasy or 
heresy, or who did not die unworthy of admission 
into either Heaven or Purgatory. In God’s King- 
dom on earth every member can pray for the 
other, and can pray for the souls of their suffer- 
ing brethren in Purgatory. The souls in Purga- 
tory, who cannot merit for themselves, can pray 
for their brethren on earth; and the saints in 
Heaven can pray for us who are still struggling 
against many odds for the final victory of life. 
Most non-Catholic religions teach that one 
takes Christ as his personal Savior and trusts 
in His merits, whereby he is actually saved or 
fails in that respect and is lost. Hence, they 
say, there is no room for Purgatory. They disre- 
gard the practice of praying for the dead by 
God’s people in the Old Law, and the tradition 
of the Christian Church throughout all the 
centuries up until the sixteenth century revolt.

Mf HERE is he that is born 
King of the Jews?” the 
wise men asked of Herod. 

“Art thou a King then?” Pilate 
asked Jesus. “Thou sayest that 
I am a King,” Jesus answered. 

Over His cross, they hung the 
tag, “This is Jesus, the King of 
the Jews.” 

It’s written on page after page 
of the Bible—both Old and New 
Testament. 

“A child is born to us,” cried 
Isaias, with prophetic joy, “and a 
son is given to us, and the govern- 
ment is upon his shoulder: and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, God the Mighty, the 
Father of the world to come, the 
Prince of Peace.

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Hostile Attitude Of 
Non-Catholics Based 
On False Traditions | 


MANY non-Catholics criticize the Catholic 
Church because some of her doctrines and 
practices are learned by Tradition. But it does 
not occur to them that their own hostile attitude 
towards the Church is based altogether on a 
false “Tradition.” In fact, much of Protestant 
doctrine and practice is based on Catholic tradi- 
tion, such as the observance of the Sunday, the 
acceptance of the Bible itself, the date for the 
celebration of Christmas and Easter and Pente- 
cost, and many other things. 3 

Where they are in error is in interpreting 
“Tradition” as something passed from one gen- 
eration to another “by word of mouth.” Tradi- 
tion does mean that, but most doctrines and 
practices of the Church are based on the teaching 
or decisions of General Councils held on the 
average of once during each century. 

By profession the Anglicans, the Lutherans, 


and other parent-Protestant bodies accept the 


General Councils of the Church held in the first 
six centuries and, therefore, they should believe 
as Catholics do. , 

It is the Protestant who follows an unfounded 
tradition in accepting, without investigation, the 
strange notions he entertains about the Catholic 
Church. Cardinal Newman speaking to his own 
countrymen shortly after his conversion said: 

“Englishmen entertain their present mon- 
strous notions of us, mainly because those notions 
are received on information, not authenticated, 
but immemorial. This it is that makes them 
entertain those notions: they talk much of free 
inquiry; but towards us they do not dream of 
practicing it; they have been taught what they 
hold, in the nursery, in the school-room, in the 
lecture-class, from the pulpit, from the news- 
paper, in society. Each man teaches the other: 
‘How do you know it?” ‘Because he told me.’ ‘And 
how does he know it?‘ ‘Because I told him’; or, 
at very best advantage, ‘We both know it, be- 
cause it was so said when we were young; be-

The Divinity Of Christ 


What makes Christ a more authoritative 
teacher and moralist than Buddha, Confucius, 
Mohammed, or modern teachers, who claim to 
have received a commission from Heaven, such 
as Mary Baker Eddy, Joseph Smith, etc.? 


There is an infinite degree of difference be- 
tween Christ and all these others. Even if they 
had a divine commission, they were all human 
beings, while Christ was God. There would be 
the same infinite difference between Christ and 
the founders of other modern churches, such 
as Luther, Calvin, Henry VIII, Wesley. Some 
of these “claimed” to have received direction 
from Heaven to lead a movement away from the 
historic Church of Christ, but have never been 
able to prove their case to an intellectual. 


Even the Apostles who received a divine com- 
mission were infinitely beneath Christ, Who gave 
them their commission. 

Are there easy convincing proofs for the 
divinity of Christ? 

Yes, there are if the mind will consider them 


without antecedent prejudice. One could hardly 
argue with the professed atheist or infidel or 
with the Communist about the divinity of Christ 
and convert him—because he does not want to 
be converted. He thinks he has an argument 
against the Christian concept of God Himself 
in the very Bible by which Christians prove His 


It Does Make

S far as religions go, people 
might be separated into three 


existence, His love, His goodness, His mercy, His 
providence, etc. He refers to Old Testament 
stories which would present God as cruel. These 
incidents in the providence of God are very easily 
explained when we consider the real destiny of 
man, which is not temporal, but eternal.

But they told him that there was a report 
oing around that he was commanding the converted Jews not to 
bserve the Mosaic Law. That was true, wasn’t it, Father? 

FATHER 8S: No, it wasn’t. St. Paul did preach emphatically 
hat the practice of the Law now was not necessary for salvation, 
hat it was wholly powerless to justify a man. He relentlessly 
ought against the Judaisers who wanted to enforce it as neces- 
ary. But he never attempted to turn the Jewish Christian away 
from its practice, provided that he understood its value for what 
t was. In fact, all during his life he himself practiced the Mosaic 
aw. But you can see how insidious a charge it was that the 
udaisers were making against St. Paul when you consider the 
lational sensitiveness of the Jews at this time. 

MR. J: It surely was clever propaganda. I can 
see now why St. James and the others asked Paul to

Just aes they were about to enter the bar- 
racks,-St. Paul surprised the tribune by speaking to him in Greek 
What made the tribune think he was an Egyptian, Father? 


FATHER S: To begin with, remember that the Roman 
soldiers presumed this was another insurrection against Roman 
authority. Shortly before this, there actually had been an insur- 
rection led by a Jew from Egypt who pretended to be a prophet 
and the liberator of the Chosen People from the Roman yoke. 
His revolt failed miserably and was put down with a great deal 
of bloodshed; but the Egyptian Jew himself escaped. The tri- 
bune presumed now that he had returned for a second attempt. 
When he found out his error, he gavé St. Paul the 
permission he wanted—to speak to the people. Un- 
doubtedly the tribune thought he would find out some- 
thing from the speech that would enlighten him on the nature of 
Paul's supposed crime. 

It was a pitiful figure that turned there on the steps of An- 
tonia to make his plea—bruised, bloody, his clothing in shreds, 
manacles hanging from his wrists. But he addressed the people 
with all the assurance of a rabbi trained in the Law. His defense 
was that in all that he had done, his motive had been the will of 
God, and not hatred for his own people or their Law.. When they 
heard him speaking in the tongue of the Hebrews at that time, 
the Aramaic language, they listened in silence.

FATHER 8S: But it isn’t. To say that they saw no one, 
but that they did see the light certainly raises no difficulty. Light 
is not a person. The problem about hearing the voice just isn’t 
present in the original Greek; it arises because no translation 
can perfectly reproduce the original. In the Greek, St. Luke says 


that they heard the sound of the voice; and St. Paul says that | 
they did not understand the words spoken. Obviously, again, there | 


is not a contradiction between hearing the sound of a voice and 
not understanding what is said. 

St. Paul then, continues by telling the Jews that 
the man who received him into the Church at Damas- 
cus was a man who observed the Law, a man respected 
by all the Jews. It was this man, not one who hated the Law, who 
repeated our Lord’s words to him, that he would be a witness 
before all men to Christ; who also gave him baptism as a Chris- 
tian. And now, besides hatred of the Law, what other charge 
had the Jews made against St. Paul? 

MR. J: That he had profaned the Temple, Father. 

FATHER §: And this he answers by showing 
these Jews that not only had he prayed in the Temple 
after his conversion, but that his call to go to the 
Gentiles had come to him in the Temple. 

MR. J: That vision puzzled me, Father. I-don’t see any con- 
nection between our Lord’s command to leave Jerusalem and St. 
Paul’s answer that he had persecuted the Christians and had ap- 
proved the stoning of St. Stephen. 

FATHER S: St. Paul’s answer was a plea to our Lord to 
allow him to remain with the Jews, for he felt that his conversion 
at the height of his career as a persecutor of the Church would 
be an additional proof to them of the truth of Christianity. But 
God knew that not even that would bring the Jews to accept His 
Divine Son. Not among the Jews, but among the Gentiles would 
be Paul’s life’s work. Can you continue now, Mr, Jackson? 

MR. J: That was the end of the speech. When

OR the first time In the history of football at Notre Dame a practice 

session there has been attended by a Prince of the Church. This 
occurred recently when His Eminence, Carlos Carmelo Cardinal de 
Vasconcelos Motta, Archbishop of Sao Paulo, Brazil, visited the practice 
field during a visit to the university, and watched Frank Leahy put his 
squad through a lengthy scrimmage drill. 


“It looks like a splendid sort of military training,” said His Emin- 
ence after he had watched the practice for a short while. He had never 
before seen football: as played in American colleges. 


“It might be an intriguing game if one knew what it was about,” 
he continued, smilingly. 


Naturally, the coaches and players were most interested as His 
Eminence came on to the field, accompanied by the Rev. John H. 
Murphy, C.S.C., vice president of Notre Dame. Since His Eminence does 
not speak English and I do not speak Portuguese, conversation was 
earried on through an interpreter. The “sports angle” of the interview 
was brief, as thé Cardinal did not come to Notre Dame to watch 
football practice, but to study its educational facilities. 


Cardinal Motta came to the United States upon the invitation of his 
friend, the Most Rev. John F. O’Hara, C.S.C., Bishop of Buffalo, to at- 
tend the recent Diocesan Eucharistic Congress held there. 


Back Again... 


News that Joe McCarthy had decided to return to the big 
leagues as manager of the Boston Red Sox was warmly received 
by baseball fans throughout the country, but especially by follow- 
era of the Red Sox, in and out of Boston. He succeeds Joe Cronin, 
who relinquished handling the team’s affairs on the field in favor 
of becoming the club’s business manager. It has been known for 
some time that Cronin preferred office duties as director of the 
club’s business affairs rather than managing the team on the field. 
He was all set to move out a couple of years ago, but guided the 
Red Sox to the American League pennant in 1946, so had to re- 
main at the helm at least another.year. When the Red Sox failed 
to repeat this year, the opportunity presented itself for Cronin 
to quit one position for the other and to bring in Joe McCarthy 
as the new Beston manager. McCarthy’s amazingly successful 
career as manager of both the Chicago Cubs and New York Yan- 
kees is too well known to need any review here, but it is quite 
certain that he will continue at Boston where he left off in New 


York when Larry Mac Phail appeared on the scene there as head 
of the Yankees. 


Some followers of the Red Sox are already wondering how Mc- 
Carthy will get along with Ted Williams, who is more or less a prob- 
lem child with the Red Sox, despite his undoubted talents as a player. 
McCarthy had even more of a “problem child” on his hands in the 
person of Hack Wilson when he managed the Cubs nearly 20 years 
ago, but he handled Hack’ so kindly ard in such an understanding 
manner that Hack, in 1930, set a National League record for home 
runs—56—which still stands, and set a major league record for runs 
batted in—190—which still stands. It was unfortunate for Wilson 
that he couldn’t leave the Cubs with McCarthy when the latter was 
dropped and went to the Yankees, because Wilson’s playing suffered 
after that and he soon dropped out of the big show. McCarthy, I’m 
sure, won't have any trouble with Williams.

Rarely have I 
seen a more thrilling sight than 
those stands, gaunt in dusk, bank- 
ed thousands screaming the name 
of one man—Gipp! 

“Of course he was marked. The 
Indiana men, their irst victory 
over us in thirty years smelling 
sweet in their nostrils, weren’t go- 
ing to let a crippled hero beat 
them. But the crippled hero had 


tried once—disdaining runs, pass- 
ing. With a smashed shoulder he 
smashed the line—and failed.

Climbing .. . 


I have finally heard something new by way of approach to get 
football tickets.

Should Be Private .-. . 


Several readers have sent me’ clippings from papers on both the 
east and west coasts concerning a controversy between two Catholic 
schools over alleged proselyting by each. I am not familiar with the 
background of the argument, but I do believe that those two schools 
would do well to air their “dirty linen,’ if any, in private and not let 
the whole world in on the controversy. What prompted the readers to 
send the clippings in to me was the charge made-in the story by one 


of the Catholic schools that the other had “lured” three players away 
from Notre Dame. 


The latter is not a party to the argument in question. I didn’t 
ask Frank Leahy anything about it, but if any “luring” has been 
done. I am totally unaware of it. It frequently happens at Notre 
Dame, or any other Catholic school, for that matter, that a pro- 
spective student will visit a school and say he intends entering it 
the next year. In the meantime, for any reason at all, he changes 
his mind and goes somewhere else. Unless there actually has 
been some skullduggery afoot, why say one school “lured” that 
boy away from another? Maybe it has, but why make a public 
fuss over it? If there is room for an argument, why not carry 
it on privately, not for the whole country to see and hear? 


Fér instance, the number of freshmen football candidates at Notre 
Dame this year is the smallest in my memory; at this writing there 
are just 19 wno are there on scholarships, or through help provided 
them by the university. There were to have been 27, but four of them 
failed to show up and have never offered any explanations. Those 
four are now enrolled in eastern and southern schools. Four others 
have left since school opened, one of them having remained in school 
for nearly three weeks before taking his departure. He came to Notre 
Dame with a corking good reputation as a big high school athlete, 
but he never even showed up for practice once. I know he is a fine 
Catholic boy, whose parents brought him to Notre Dame a year ago 
and enrolled him for entrance this fall. Yet, after he was in school 
for a short time, he decided he did not want to remain. Certainly, 
no school “lured” him away; he just decided he didn’t want to remain. 


That occurs at every school, Catholic or non-Catholic, with athletes | 


and non-athletes. Young boys get home-sick under such circumstances. 
Sometimes they return, more often than not they don’t. But when 
they eventually get their feet on the ground and decide to enter an 
other school, and stay there, it usually is most unfair to the second 
school to accuse it of “luring” the boy away from the school of his 
first choice. Of course, that sometimes happens, to be sure, but not 
nearly as often as you might think. As I said before, | am not farn 
iliar with the controversy between the two Catholic sehools in question, 
and I’m not going to butt into it, but I still think it would he better 
for them to their arguing in private.

Rockne held the incident in his 
memory and waited. In 1928 he 
had to face a punishing schedule 
with an unusually weak team. It 
had been cracked by ‘Wisconsin 
and vanquished by Georgia Tech. 
It was all but demoralized. 

The Army was unusually strong. 
It had spread devastation among 
the strongest teams in the East. 
They were out to give Notre Dame 
the beating of years. In the first 
half the Irish had managed with 
great difficulty to hold the cadets, 
nothing to nothing. But they came 
in utterly exhausted and all feared 
they. could- not much longer stave 
off the impending defeat. 


“For the first time since Gipp’s 
death,” related Rockne, “I told the 
boys what he had said. These lads 
on that 1928 team had never met 
Gipp, had never seen him. But 
Gipp is a legend at Notre Dame. 
Every football writer at that half 
time said Notre Dame would be 
beaten badly. It looked as if we 
were weakening. But the boys 
came out for th. second half exalt- 
ed, inspired, overpowering. They 
won. As Chevigny slashed through 
for the winning touchdown, he 
said: 

“*That’s one for the Gipper!’ 
-“A boy,” concluded Rockne,

Incarnation,” to His sacrifice on 
Calvary as “the Redemption.” In 
other words we give names to 


fundamental doctrines when these 


facts of religion are not mentioned 
by a specific name. 

We call the place of temporary 
suffering Purgatory because the 
souls detained there are “purged” 
before their entrance into the 
Church Triumphant, into which 
“nothing defiled may enter.” 


Most Consoling 
Of All Teachings 


There is nothing more consola- 
tory in the Catholic religion than 
the teaching that near relatives 
and friends may be assisted by 
their dear ones on earth, If you 
have ever attended a wake at a 
non-Catholic home, you must have 
been impressed, if not shocked, at 
the absence of prayer on the part 
of those who call to express their 
condolence to the family. 

The early Christians prayed to 
the martyrs recently executed. The 
catacombs in which these early 
Christians worshipped carry abun- 
dant evidence that the faithful on 
earth kept up intimate communica- 
tion with the saints in Heaven. 

David, who lived 1000 years be- 
fore Christ, spoke in behalf of the 
Jews when he said: “God is glori- 
fied in the assembly of His saints.” 
Why should He not be, since they 
lived for Him as His “most dear 
children,” remaining closely united 
to Him by the faithful observance 
of His laws, and are now associated 
with His angels in the Church 
Triumphant. For that reason we 
honor rather than dishonor God 
when we love the saints and pray 
to them. We do not go to them, 
of course, as we go to Christ, as 
“the one Mediator by redemption 
between God and Man.” We go to 
'them as we would go to another 
here on earth to ask for prayer. 
| Christ tells us, through St. Mat- 
| thew, that “where two or three are 
igathered together in my name; 
there am I in the midst of them.” 
Who, more influential, could be 
gathered together with us in pray- 
er than those who are now in 
Heaven with Christ, and many 
among whom shed their blood for 
Him? 

Resolve to keep in constant touch 
with those members of the Church 
who are in Heaven or in Purgatory.

Archbishop Urges 
Church To Help 
Rebuild China

Is Ottines 3-Point Program: 


Build Press, Radio; Set Up 
Schools, Give Farmers Aid 


Washington, Oct. 20—(NC)—A 
three-point plan of Catholie par- 
ticipation in the rehabilitatien of 
China was outlined here by Arch- 
bishop Paul Yu Pin of Nanking 
as he stated that “if the Church 
does not take the lead now in re- 
building China, then we might as 
well forget about the eventual 
Christianizing of the country.” 
The Church’s program, he said, 
should be to build press and radio 
facilities, to reopen all of its old 
schools and establish as many new 
ones as possible, and to work for 
the material as well as spiritual 
well-being of China’s rural mil- 
lions. 


The tall, energetic prelate, 
known throughout China as a 
leader in public affairs in addition 
to his prominence in ecclesiastical 
life, is making his first post-war 
visit to the United States. He 
flew here from the Orient as a 
member of a group of seven top 
Chinese publishers on a mission of 
ood will on behalf of the general 
inese public. 

Besides Washington, his itiner- 
ary includes stops in New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Chicago, and Cincinnati. He will 
return to China via Rome. One of 
his prime objectives is a detailed 
tour of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, for the Archbishop heads 
a committee of Chinese leaders 
which is projecting a reclamation 
system in China, to resettle thou- 
sands of war orphans and young 
people in a fruitful farming life. 

Explaining this prone’ Arch- 
bishop Yu. Pin said that it was 
originally proposed to give Man- 
churian farmland to the war. or- 
phans, but the control ‘of that 
territory by communists made new 
plans a necessity. To obtain land 
in crowded central. China, éngi- 
neers suggested a- system of dikes 
and dams around Lake Tai, which 
lies in Nanking archdiocese. Arch- 
‘bishop Yu Pin will be accompanied 


Chinese engineer, a graduate of 
Cornell, and the two will study 
American answers to some of their 
problems. ; 

The Archbishop made it plain in 
his interview here that he regards 
the ‘current. armed strife in China 
not as a civil war, but .as’ a con- 
flict between China and the Soviet 
Union. He said that if Americans 
plan to check Soviet expansion in 
Europe with a loan of ten billion 
dollars, they: could give the: same 
vitally needed help to China for 
about one- billion. : a 

Archbishop Yu: Pin. has been 
busy in the’ post-Japanese-war- 
périod implementing his program 
in regard to’ press and radio, edu- 
cation and rural,service. His daily 
newspaper, F Shih Pao (Social 
Welfare), which he moved from 
Tientsin to Chungking during the 
war, now is a six-city chain, with 
editions in Tientsin, Nanking, 
Shanghai, Peking, Chungking and 
Sian. The total circulation is 100,- 
000, about one-twentieth of all 
daily newspaper circulation in 
China. He also ditects two radio 
stations. : : 

As to schools, the Archbishop 
has helped to teopen 24 Catholic 
high schools in what he calls “the 
peace and reconstruction zone of 
China,” the area south of the 
Yangtze River. In Nanking he is 
readying the National School for 
Social Service, to train rural so- 
cial workers and leaders. The 
faculty of this school will include 
graduates of the National Cath- 
olie School of Social Service here 
in Washington.

N. D. Foundation 
Governors View 
Progress To Date 


Notre Dame, Ind.—Governors of 
the University of Notre Dame 
Foundation, organized recently to 
coordinate financial and _ other 
support for Notre Dame, closed a 
special three day meeting here 
October 19 at which plans were 
discussed for the expansion of 
research, academic, scientific and 
other educational activities at 
Notre Dame. 

The meeting considered the pro- 
gress of the Foundation organiz- 
ation to date which includes the 
establishing of 48 State gover- 
nors, 115 city chairmen in key 
cities, and the current building 
of committees of five or more 
members under each city chair- 
man. Ultimately, the number of 
city chairmen will be doubled to 
include all the key cities in the 
United States. 

The Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, 
C.S.C., president of Notre Dame, 
outlined the long-range program 
of the University in developing 
its academic opportunities and 
providing more effective facilities 
for the new high enrollment of 
nearly 5,000 students, about 50% 
above Notre Dame’s normal ca- 
pacity.

Supreme Court has ruled here. In 
a unanimous decision, which will 
effect thousands of Catholic school 
pupils, the court stressed that it 
was interpreting state laws and 
that no constitutional issue was 
involved. 


The action sustained a district 
court’s ruling in a test case 
brought by the Silver Lake Con- 
solidated School District, Palo 
Alto County. The school district 
had requested a declaratory judg- 
ment as to whether they could con- 
tinue to pick up parochial school 
pupils in ‘their buses without jeo- 
pardizing their right to enter into 
a $2,000,000 transportation assist- 
ance program passed by the lowa 
Legislature in 1946. To qualify for 
this aid, school districts were re- 
quired to comply with all State 
regulations. 


A representative of the attorney 
general’s office said that since the 
school district did not allege in its 
case in the lower court a violation 
of the federal constitution the case 
would not be taken to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Iowa laws, the Supreme Court’s 
opinion stated, prevent public 
school districts from carrying pri- 
vate or parochial pupils without 

orfeiting eligibility for state 
school transportation aid. These 
laws, the opinion indicated, even 
forbid arrangements whereby pri- 
vate school students may ride in 
public school buses under a pro- 
rata cost sharing arrangement. 


In the lower court it had been 
ruled there was no way provided 
under the 1945 school transpor- 
tation aid law for parents of paro- 
chial school children to pay their 
share of the cost of operating 
public school buses. 


Supreme Court Justice Oscar 
Hale in the unamious opinion said: 
“To place private schools upon the 
same basis as the public schools 
would open up a system of con- 
tro] of such private schools as 
would tend to authorize the man- 
agement and government of those 
schools by the state—a result in no 
| way sought either by those in con- 
trol of the state public schools, or 
of the private schools. Under the 
statutes of the state we are not in- 
clined to agree with the plaintiff 
(school district) that funds may 
be appropriated for transportation 
of children other than those in the 
public schools. 

“We believe that the school laws 
of the state (Iowa) concern only 
the public schools unless otherwise 
expressly indicated, and do apply 
only to the schools within the pur- 
view of the school statutes and 
this would apply to transportation. 
The transportation tax is author- 
ized by law and it is no different 
than any other school tax except 
for the purpose for which it may 
be expended.” 

About 35,000 Iowa children at- 
tend private schools. Most of these 
institutions are Catholic. Some of 
these schools have their own buses. 
The supreme court’s decision 
clears the way for payment of 
about $1,600,000 in state transpor- 
tation aid to school districts. Not 
enough districts and pupils qualify 
to make necessary the spending of 
the full $2,000,000 authorized.
